It is a situation which should receive im m ediate 


attention from the state hig hw ay departm ent. 


That paving w as the first stretch in this state 
constructed in part under the federal aid program 
It was designated in the sum mer of 19 17 as fed­ 
eral project No. 1, when congress launched the 
program of federal im provem ent of hig hw ays, a 
program that has been going on uninterruptedly 
since. The contract w as let the follow ing spring, ^ 
and the work wa.s com pleted in 19 19 . 
For tw enty years it has borne the brunt of 


heavy traffic. 
But highw'ay reg ulations have been changed 
drastically sinc-e then, in the matter of visibility * 
through the elim ination of grades, and in the type 
of construction. 
It need only to be recalled that 
three hig hw ays, serving all parts of the state, 
converg e upon that stretch. 
Over them , and the 
hig hw ays 
which 
feed 
into 
them, 
thousands 
of ' 
passeng er cars and trucks pass each day, ultim ately • 
sw elling the volum e of traffic on this stretch be­ 
tw een the corporate lim its of W est Lincoln, and 
Emerald. 
As a matter of safety and as a precaution 
ag ainst a condition w hich inevitably w ill become 
more serious, im m ediate consideration should be 
g iven to the building of a four-lane hig hw ay re­ 
placing 
the 
present 
narrow 
pavem ent. 
After 
tw enty years, w-ith the bulk of the initial cost 
borne by the adjacent property owners and by the * 
county, it w ould not seem to be unreasonable to 
anticipate 
that the 
replacem ent of 
the present 
paving w ith a m<xiern hig hw ay should be one of 
the chief concerns of the departm ent of roads. 
No road in Nebraska serves more of the people 
of the state. 


Ro u nding Up The Reindeer 


rp H E federal g overnm ent w ill next month under­ 
take a roundup of all reindeer in Alaska not 
owned by Eskimos. 
The roundup w ill cover an 
area of 168 ,000 square m iles and the radio, air­ 
planes and dog sledg es w ill be used, the object 
being to establish 
a 
herding 
program 
for 
the 
Eskimos, take a census of the anim als and mark 
them. 
The reindeer is one of the most important 
features of the life of the Eskimos, form ing a 
larg e percentage of their food and being larg ely 
used 
for transportation. 
It may 
be 
a surprise 
to many people, therefore, to learn that this valu­ 
able 
anim al 
is 
com paratively 
new 
in 
Alaska, 
although it ha.s been used in Lapland and Siberia 
for unnum bered years for the same purposes it is 
now’ used by the Alaska Eskimos. 
It w as in 18 9 1 that Dr. Sheldon J ackson brought 
to Alaska 16 head of dom estic reindeer for the 
benefit of the natives, who frequently suffered for 
the w ant of food, and there is said to be a food 
shortage this year, ow ing to the sm all number of 
walrus. The J ackson experim ent proved to be a 
happy one, and im portations continued for ten 
years. 
In 18 9 8 Laplanders w ere brought over to 
train the Eskimos m the care of the anim als. 
In 
19 30 
there 
w ere 
600,000 
reindeer 
in 
Alaska, and in addition 100,000 had been slain for 
food and clothing . 
Frozen reindeer carcasses are 
now shipped to Seattle, and sold in various parts 
of the country. In 19 30 one-third of the anim als 
m Alaska belonged to w hite persosns. 


Let the Fo rests Sp eak 
O F F THE RECORD 


O 


NE of those indispensable men in public life 


wals F. A. Silcox, w’hose death occurred in 


W ashington W ednesday. 
His job as head of the 


United States forestry service was som ething more 


than a m eal ticket. It was his deliberate choice and 


his life. He came to the top round of the ladder in 


the hard w ay, with a service record in the depart­ 


ment covering a stretch of 34 years. 


His enthusiasm w as real; his love of trees 
g enuine. He was w here he belong ed, directing the 
m aintenance and the extension of those forests 
which come under the control of the Am erican 
g overnm ent. 
E xtensive travel in m any parts of 
the world had g iven him a fervor in sparing this 
country those m istakes w hich befell others that 
permitted the destruction of their forests w ithout 
g iving a thoug ht to the day w hen their lands 
should become denuded. In a peculiar sense he w as 
able to infuse the forestry corps with his ow’n 
enthusiasm . 
To both the old and young men in 
the service their chief was their hero. They g ave 
him a type of loyalty so rarely found in life, and 
out of it grew’ a spirit w ithin the ranks of foresters 
which m ade the outsider feel that here w as an 
unusual circle of men, dedicating their daily labors 
to the happiness, w’ell-being , and contentm ent of 
g enerations to come. 


For in forestry the fruits of the w’ork done 
today is reserved for tomorrow. 
The results are 
not im m ediate. The years slip by, and the plans 
and the labors which w’ere finished years before 
delig ht the eye, and g ive ' reassurance to every 
g eneration 
w'hich 
becom es 
im pressed 
w ith 
the 
need of tree life only after the forests are gone. 
That has burned itself into the consciousness of 
people so much in recent years, w ith the loss of 
m illions and m illions of trees, and w ith the sharp 
recog nition 
that 
vast 
areas 
w ithin 
the 
United 
States have become bare and desolate. 
It was a 
very thoug htful and stim ulating sentence whicii 
appeared recently in the Kansas City Star, which 
recorded that in eastern Kansas hundreds of farm 
houses which had been hidden from the hig hw ay 
could be seen now. The trees which had screened 
them, provided shade, sheltered them from winds, 
were dead. 
On a large scale that was Forester 
Silcox’ labors— to inculcate in the Am erican people 
an appreciation and a love of tree life. 


In a personal sense he w’as charming, delig ht­ 
ful, scholarly and intensely human and his associ­ 
ates in the forestry service w ill mourn his pass­ 
ing. 
To his mem ory w ill stand forests all over 
the United States during a period w hen under his 
supervision m ore was done to restore the w’ooded 
hills and dells than at any time in American

'HEN 
the 
Gallup 
survey 
recently 
asked 
Louisiana citizens whether the late Huey 
P. Long was a g<x>d or bad influence in their state 
60 per cent replied that he was a good influence. 
Only 24 per cent of the Louisianans thoug ht 
Huey W’as a bad influence and 18 per cent thought 
he W’as a little of both. N ine per cent said they 
didn’t have any opinion on the matter at all. 
Now the reg im e of the late Huey Long has 
been classified by thoug htful scholars as the nearest 
approach to state dictatorship ever achieved in 
this country. Huey dom inated the leg islative and 
judicial branches of the Creole state governm ent 
as w ell as the executive. 
Yet for all this, 8 0 per cent of those who 
lived under him say he was a good influence, 
larg ely because he g ave them ‘‘schools and free 
school books,” because he built roads and because 
‘‘he helped the poor in every w’ay.” This majority 
felt that such accom plishm ents offset Long ’s dese­ 
cration of dem ocratic g overnment.

W hen the nerve is cut 
and then sew’n together im m edi­ 
ately, reg eneration w ill occur in 
abcHJt four months, and the func­ 
tion of the diaphragm w ill be re­ 
stored.

extensive 
surg ical 
procedure 
is 
called 
“ thoraco­ 
plasty” in w hich parts of the ribs 
are rem oved, allow ing the chest 
w’all, skin and m uscles to con­ 
tract dow’n cm the lung tissue. 
Patients or their fam ilies need 
not be frig htened at the though^ 
of surg ery in tuberculo.sis. 
It is 
now 
on a w ell-established 
basis 
and can be done safely and e f ­ 
fectively. 
Practically every sani­ 
tarium in the country em ploys a 
surg eon to do one or the other of 
these procedures. 
W hile 
surg ery 
is 
em ployed 
principally for draining lung cavi 
ties and stopping 
infection 
and 
absorption, it is also very valu­ 
able in the treatm ent 
of 
hem ­ 
orrhage. 
In former days doctors 
W’ere quite helpless in the pres­ 
ence of 
hem orrhag e 
from 
the 
lung s because there w as no w ay to 
litig ate the bleeding vessel; m fact, 
no w ay to approach the bleeding 
surface 
at 
all. 
With 
collapse 
treatm ent, it can be stated quite 
definitely that no one should ever 
die of hem orrhage from the lung 
in tuberculosis.

• Tw'o m onths after the outbreak 
at Nauvoo, in Aug ust of 
18 44, 
under

J am es 
Emmett, the first party of Mor­ 
mons to mig rate, relatively few in 
numbers, started down the valley 
of the M ississippi. W hen the head­ 
waters of the Iowa w ere reached 
they follow’ed that stream to State 
I 
Center, and then w’ent into w’inter ' 
quarters. A fter a w inter of h e a v y, 
snow’s they 
again took 
up 
the 
march north and w est into w’hat 
is now a part of the state of South ^ 
Dakota. A rriving on the banks of i 
the 
Missouri, 
they 
found 
that i 
stream flooded and im possible to 
ford as a result of the m elting 
snow s and rainfall. Once again | 
they turned back and spent the 
second w’inter near the present 
site of Verm illion. When spring 
freed them , Emmett and his asso- ' 
ciates dispatched 
representatives 
to 
Nauvoo, 
who 
brought 
back 
w'ord to the main body that the 
old Sarpy trading post established 
on the Missouri on Nebraska soil 
was the destination of the m ajor­ 
ity of the Mormon immigrants. 
There Emmett and his follow’ers 
joined their form er neighbors. 


They came to camp on the w est 
shore of the M issouri near w hat is 
now the present site of Florence. 
It w as a pleasing country, adm ir­ 
ably 
suited 
to 
their 
tem porary 
purposes. On the hills the tim ber 
g rew 
luxuriously, 
rem oving the 
w orry of fuel. The grass w as tall 
and lush, and provided cdequate 
feed for the horses and for the 
cattle. Here the Mormon w ander­ 
ers decided 
to establish 
w inter 
quarters, and at one tim e there 
w ere fifteen thousand assem bled 
there. They found no escape from 
resentm ent. 


Greeting b y the Indians 


There w’as com plaint that the 
M ormons w ere depleting seriously 
the w’ood supply. But it did not 
come from the Indians. In one of 
the earlier historical accounts, it 
is recorded that the Mormon refu­ 
g ees gathered in solem n council 
w’ith the Pottaw attam ies in one of 
Sarpy’s trading posts, and W’ere 
addressed by one of the most bril­ 
liant Indian scholars, Pied Riche, 
surnamed Le Clerc. “ The Potta­ 
w attam ie come sad and tired into 
the inhospitable M issouri bottom, 
not many years back, w hen he 
W’as 
taken 
from 
his 
beautiful 
country 
beyond the 
M ississippi, 
W’hich had abundant game 
and 
timber 
and 
clear 
w’ater 
every­ 
where. Now you are driven away 
from your lodg es and lands and 
there are the g raves of your peo­ 
ple. We must help one another 
and the Great Spirit w’ill help us 
both. You are now free to cut and 
use all the w’ood you may wish. 


The suffering w’hich w’as en­ 
dured 
during that 
sum mer en­ 
cam pm ent w as intense. Later in 
A ug ust and Septem ber a plague 
w hich 
the 
M ormons 
called 
the 
black canker sw ept the ranks of 
the inland em ig ranti. The year 
previously Indian tribes had lost 
a ninth of their num ber as a re­ 
sult of this strange m alady, and 
m ortality in 18 48 w as equally se­ 
vere. In one Mormon quarters 37 
per cent w’ere afflicted w ith the 
fever, the disease itself attributed 
to the rank veg etation of the Mis­ 
souri river bottom, to unhealthy 
conditions created by flood, and 
to the turning of virg in soil by the 
settlers. Six hundred deaths oc­ 
curred on the site of the present 
tow-n of Florence. 


Original Trail Blazer» 


From those settlem ents in the 
spring of 18 47, the pioneer Mor­ 
mon com pany, num bering 143 men 
and three w om en, transported in 
73 w’agons, set forth along the 
route W’hich cam e to be known as 
thw Mormon trail. In ten days this 
pioneer com pany had reached the 
Loup, w hich it creased in a leath­ 
er boat, made for the purpose. On 
J une 1 Ft. Laram ie w’as hailed. 
Throughout 
th e 
e n t ir e 
rou te 
through a g reater portion of Ne­ 
braska the north side of the Platte 
was follow’ed by the Mormons, in­ 
stead of the south, over which 
other trails had passed. More than 
fifteen 
thousand 
em ig rants 
fol­ 
low ed the hard-packed road to the 
valley 
of the Great Salt Lake. 
Their suffering w’as intense; their 
losses exceeding ly heavy; no over­ 
land trail W’as more steeped m 
trag edy.

premature 
ripening from high temperatures, 
could make a fair y ield but the 
chances for this are very poor. 
Fallow Fortunate. 
“ Ordinarily , 
wheat 
that does 
not sprout until spring has very 
little chance and less chance in 
eastern than western Nebraska,” 
he continued. 
“ Fortunately , there ! 
is a considerable acreage of sum­ 
mer fallow wheat and part of it 
looks good.”
